Twenty-Five Vessels Are Now Wait- 
ing Cargoes at Norfolk. 

Norfolk, Va., January 5.—Despite the 
heavy increase in shipments of Poca- 
hontas coal to this port, consequent upon 
increased provision of cars by the No 
folk and Western Railroad Company, 
demand cannot be supplied. There 
now nearly seventy-five vessels r 
awaiting cargoes, and it will be weeks 
before their bunkers are all filled. No 
trouble has been experienced in supply- 
ing the local demand, but foreign 
have multiplied, partly because of a 
reduction of 25 cents per ton in price wf 
bunker coal, that they cannot be 
promptly.

The Cotton Mill Industry. 
Concluding its montnty reports of 
progress in the southern cotton mil 
industry, The New York Journal of 
Commerce calls attention to the fact 
that, during the year just closed, the 
| south has made unprecedented progress 
‘in the business of cotton manufacturing 
'—an industry which has led all other 


’ 


lines. 

' QOur contemporary aiso notes that 
‘southern business men, manufacturers 
.and investors have opened their eyes 
to the fact that the wealth: of cotton- 
| growing countries lies in their shipping 
| manufactured cotton at 18 to 50 cents 
a pound instead of raw cotton at 5 to 
7 cents per pound. This is the simple 
lesson that The Constitution has been 
dinning into the ears of the business 
men and capitalists of Atlanta, and we 
propose to keep up the racket if we 
have to destroy every tin pan in the 
state. The difference between the 
price of the raw material and the price 
of the finished product is so great, ana 
constitutes such a margin for profit 
that even a badly managed mill is 
' bound to succeed. 

All over the south men of money, 
energy and enterprise are alive to the 
possibilities and are making arrange- 
ments to reap some of the profits. More 
than this, eastern and northern capital- 
ists have become aware of the vast pos- 


sibilities for cotton manufacturing in 
the south, and have invested millions 
‘of dollars in new plants for the manu- 
facture of cotton. | 
| Up to date the majority of the new 
mills have been adapted to the: manu- 
| facture of the coarser fabrics, espectal- 
ly those for which there is an active 
-export demand, but The Journal of 
| Commerce says that the production ot 
the finer grades of goods is now at- 
tracting the attention of mill builders, 
‘and predicts that the new year .wil 
bring announcements of important <de- 
partures. Ait the same time our con- 
temporary throws a sop to Uerberus 
by remarking that “the talk of the 
removal of New England manufac- 
tories as to cotton manufacture to the 
gouth is a far ery, and no one living to- 
day will see such a revolution.” To 
this The Journal of Commerce adds 
the statement that “the natural in- 
crease in the demand for cotton goods 
_will go on from year to year, and the 
progress of civilization will properly 
balance the conditions that arise from 
‘time to time and supply both mill sec- 
tion.” 
As to this we may say that nobody 
ever expected the out-of-date machin- 
ery of a majority of the New England 
mills to be transplanted to the south. 


there are larger profits in cotton man- 
ufacturing in the south than at the 
north, a fact that was demonstrated in 
1894-5-6. During those years, marking 
a period of very hard times, the eastern 
mills were running on full time day 
in and day out, paying full wages aud 
declaring comfortable dividends.

He goes to Richmond and Washington occa- 
sionally to attend court and spends some time 
each year in New York, but to Atlanta, up to 
the date of the following occurrence, he had 
‘never vouchsafed more than a passing glance of 
Cisdain from the car window. as he hurried 
through on his way home. He believed that 
the reported greatness of the city was mere 
talk. 

One morning in the early part of last No- 
vember this gentleman came unexpectedly into 
my office. His trains had missed connection 
and he was compelled to wait over. The ac- 
cident had put himi out of temper, and he re- 
garded Atlanta as responsible. 

Here was an opportunity. Over his strenuous 
objections, I finally persuaded him to let me 
show him-the city. So we took a car and 
started off. | 

For this, his first view, a more favorable 
occasion could not have been selected. The 
weather was perfect. It was one of those in- 
comparable days, peculiar to North Georgia, 
when the beauty of the year rises to its 
supreme climax in the profuse and mystic 
splendor of Indian summer. The autumnal 
sunshine gilded and exalted all things terres- 
'trial. Never did the city wear a finer as- 
pect, nor the crowds upon the. streets -appear 
busier or more joyous. The fragrant wind 
came straight and strong over the crests of 
the Blue Ridge, and sent the smoky stream- 
ers from a thousand chimney tops flying pre- 
cipitately to the southeast. The sky was 
cloudless, and, gazing into its depths, one seem- 
ed to be looking across the waters of an in- 
finite sea. 

As we rode on and the magnitude of the city 
burst upon him, we said but little. IF had 
determined to let it speak for itself, and he 
was troubled with conflicting emotions. 

He gave the first indication of a change of 
mind, when, after sweeping through a splendid 
vista of lawn and residence, we got off at a 
certain emihence to look back upon the view. 
‘Well, I declare,’’ says he, taking a deep 
breath, ‘‘this Atlanta air is very fine and 
bracing.’’ 3 

The second was given when he had returned 
to the center of the city and stood in the 
corridor of one of the office buildings. ‘‘Do 
you know,’’ said he, looking around him in 
wonder, ‘‘this structure would not be un- 
worthy of New ‘York?’’ 

And the third was manifested when we had 
at last completed our journey and he had 
measured the extent of all the wealth and 
beauty and magnificence which, in a space of 
fifty years, we have piled up here on the crest 
of the Piedmont hills. Turning to say fare- 
well at the door of the elevator in his hotel, 
he raised his hands and, with an air of 
chastened resignation, said he: “This city of 
Atlanta is. perfectly amazing!’’ 

He stepped into the car. Up he shot and I 
saw him no more. The triumph 1 had en- 
joyed was not entirely unmixed. It is a sad 
thing to see the cherished prejudices of a life- 
time rudely shattered and swept away at a 
blow. 

So much to emphasize the achievements of 
Atlanta’s past and the Impression she now 
makes upon the world. 

What of her future? 

It is the writer’s conviction that the city 
of Atlanta, by reason of her extraordinarily 
favored situation, is still further destined to 
become the leading municipalities of 
the western hemisphere. The writer, for one, 
has sent his fancy into the future and 
a vision of her as a great world-city, a seat 
of art and learning, a center of influence and 
power, with her fame blown to the farthest 
ends of the earth. 

In the light of that vision, he would fain 
call a truce to the petty quarrels that now 
divide us and waste our energies and he would 
ask what shall the new century see Atlanta 
planning and undertaking as the next step 
toward this greater destiny? 

After all has been said, it mus¢ be admitted 
that the most significant event in the history 
of the city is the opening of her gates to the 
yellow fever refugees in every epidemic. In 
this is struck the true keynote .of her great- 
ness. It is a spectacle for the painter or the 
sculptor to -commemorate—a brave city, high 
up in the mountains, more than a thousand 
feet above the malarial marshes, confident, in 
her cleanness dnd antiseptic air, alone among 
her southern offering shelter to the 
terror-stricken fugitive. 

At the opening of a new. century would it 
not be fitting in memory of these events to em- 
ploy the sculptor’s art and put forth before 
the world in visible shapes of beauty an 
embodiment of the basic Pact of Atlanta’s 
supremacy as a city ef abounding and im- 
pregnable health? Would it not be well to 
collect our forces for another effort and have 
the greatest sculptors of the world create for 
us such a memorial and place it in the heart 
of the elt; ? 

In execution,.'et it be a towering pyramid 
of ideal forms chiseled from the whitest mar- 
ble. .§ On its pinnacle let Atlanta herself as 
a city clean of provincial prejud)ce building 
her greatness on a basis of manhood and throb- 
bing with dreams of empire, stand personified 
by a woman's form, proud, exultant and free, 
stretching forth her arms and welcoming, 
eagerly welcoming, the people of all the earth 
within her gates. 

On the second elevation, let a group of an- 
gelic figures in armor typify the Angels of 
Health, as, with swords uplifted and wings 
aflutter in the sunlight, they guard the city 
against pestilence and disease. 

Below, in the shadow of their wings, should 
be a dancing throng of school children, laugh- 
ing and shouting in a riot of joy, and the foun- 
dation group should be an assemblage of 
sturdy figures representing the daily toilers ef 
the city—the carpenter, the engineer, the work- 
er in the factory, and all the many types whose 
labor carries us on. 

Aloft upon a tablet, in view of every strang- 
er passing through her the meaning 
of the whole should be expressed in the in- 
scription: ‘‘Atlanta welcomes here All Men 
without regard to Creed or Nationality, exact- 
ing only Industry and Obedience to See ** 

To erect this monument should be sought and 
secured the rarest talent of America and Fu- 
rope. It should be made so beautiful as not to

tural journals that devote so much space 
in their editions describing a fine spect- 
men of hog raised by so and so in some 
favored section that is so perfectly adapt- 
ed to stock raising and worded so flow- 
ery that almost leads the reader to be- 
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lieve that is the place and the only place 
to go into the stock business, that it can 
be done in this country also. Did some 
of the hustling, energetic stock men of 
the north but Know the natural conditions 
of this country (especially Worth county) 
and how perfectly adapted it is for the 
raising of cattle, hogs and sheép, and 
one or two of them come down here and 
devote one-half the time and money to 
the business they do in what the writer 
cails their unfavozed country, they would 
find their net earnings over double, and 
the stock country would change from 
where it is to Georgia, where it belongs, 
as there is no time in the year you can- 
not have green pastures, which of itself 
assures success in any stock raising.

THE PUBLIC EYE. 


Since the trial of Captain Dreyfus sev- 
era] months ago France has furnished no 
politica] sensation quite equal to that 
which has recently grown out of the con- 
viction of Paul Deroulede on the charge 
of conspiracy against the government. 
(eroulede is one of the foremost of 
French writers and this fact invesis the 
action of the courts with peculiar inter- 
est. On account of extenuating circum- 
stances the punishment of the offender 
will not be specially harsh, but still the 
brand of guilt stamped upon him by the 
courts is severe enough within itself, re. 
gardiess'of the statutory penalty which 
he is called wpon to suffer, Speaking of the 
past record of the prisoner, The Chicago 
Times-Herald says: 

‘““Payl] Deroulede’s noble record as a sol- 
dier of.France explains the lenity with 
which courts and peopie regard his antics 
since he not long ago determined to be- 
come a disturber of the peace. He cumes 
of sterling ancestry. His father was an 
able provincial lawyer and something of 
a Hterary man himself. Paul soon tired 


of the humdrum life of the country and. 


betook himself as a youth to the Latin 
quarter, where he had the good fortune 
to be blessed with the company of Gam- 
betta. It was here the war of 1870 found 
him and he at once went to the front as 
a soldier of France. His younger brother, 
Andre, then a lad of seventeen, joined the 
trave Paul tin the army and was shot 
through the breast in his very first en- 
gagement. Mme. Deroulede accompa- 
nied her younger son to the camp, and 
as the regiment marched away she cried 
out, ‘‘Courage my sons!” to which cheering 
fareweil they returned, ‘Y’ourage, our 
mother!’ Andre fel] at Sedan and Paul 
was taken prisoner. The suffering he 
passed through for France every French- 
man wel] knows. He was imprisoned in 
Breslau, but made love to the. daughter 
of the jailer, and, equipped with a dis- 
guise secretly furnished by her,. escaped 
by way of Vienna, Turin and Lyons ‘to 
Tours, where on the very day of his ar- 
rival he :was presented to Gambetta, who 
recognized in him his old comrade of the 
Latin quarter. ‘I have come to risk my 
life a second time for my country,’ said 
Paul. ‘Send me to Paris.’ Thereafter 
Deroulede took part in twenty battles 
and was ony once wounded. At Mont- 
beliard he was decorated for his auda- 
cious courage, and he counts among his 
manv trophies the congratulations of the 
great Bourbaki for his noble conduct on 
the field of battle. 

‘When peace was restored M. Paul took 
up letters as a profession and within 
twenty-five years he has published seven 
or eight volumes of verse and prose and 
has been enumerated among the poets 
of France. Last spring Deroulede made 
an exhibition of himself Sy challenging 
General Roget to march with him on the 
boulevard and proc:aimed himself a traitor 
to the government.

Those present at the meeting were: 
Vice Chairman W. J. Northen, J. K. 
Ottley, Clark Howell, H. H. Cabaniss, 
D. Woodward, J. F. Beck, C. A. Collier, 
Frank Bilis, R. F. Maddox and Alec 
Smith. , 

The special feature of the meeting was 
the reading of Secretary Martin's report, 
which entered carefully into the details 
of the fair and which included a tabu- 
lated statement of the,.expenses, etc. 

In addition to the report, a feature 
of special interest was the adoption of 
a resolution placing the residue of 
moneys left in tthe treasury of the fair 
in the hands of the specially appointed 
trustees—Paul Romare, Captain T. B. 
Neal and Captain J. W. English, who 
will hold it in trust for the purpose of 
applying it to future state fair funds. 

A resolution was introduced by R. F. 
Maddox thanking Vice Chairman North- 
en, Secretary T. H. Martin, Chairman J. 
K. Ottley, Acting Chairman D. Wood- 
ward, the members of the State Agricul- 
tural Society and all executive members 
of the fair for the magnificent work they 
have accomplished. This resolution was 
adopted by a rising vote. | 

So far as the local committee is con- 
cerned, the business of the fair was 
wound up with yesterday’s meeting. It 
may be probable that the members of 
the executive board from the State Ag- 
ricultural Society may hold a future 
meeting, but it seems improbable that 
there will be any business of importance 
left for them ‘to transact, 

Magnificent Showing. 

Never in the history of the state—prob- 
ably never before in the south—has a 
state fair met with such magnificent 
stecess. From the very inception of the 
movement success of the most gratifying 
kind attended every undertaking, and 
this success was followed up through the 
entire ‘movement. 

Secretary Martin’s statement is - 
nbsorbingly interesting and remarkably 
concise document. Starting with the 
movement to hold a fair in Atlanta, he 
details carefully fits progress and final 
The bare figures which he 
quotes are of great interest. 

In the first place, the guarantors of 
the fair started out> with the intention 
of raising $10,000. In less than three 
weeks $11,454.50 was subscribed, and of 
this sum only $522.13 was not paid in. 

The original premium list called for the 
distribution of $15,000. This list grew un- 
til the cash prizes amounted to nearly 
$22,000. Of this sum, $18,643.75 was paid 
out,

The total receipts of the fair were $68,-' 


including

625.77; the total disbursements, 
bills of all kinds, was $67,764.73, 
cash on-hand $761.04. — 

To this latter figure should be 
added $1,500, now on deposit with 
J. K. Ottley, which was garnisheed 
by the creditors of the Dixie Inter- 
state Fair, held in Macon. 

The total amount left over, therefore, 
after all just claims have been dis- 
charged, is $2,261.04. 

The attendance during the fair was re- 
markable. The total number of paid 
admissions during the fair was 85,326, The 
total number of people passing the fair 
gates was_- 101,694. 

Fine Work of Papers. 

In spéaking of tthe assistance given by 
the local press, Secretary Martin said: 

‘The work of The Constitution and The 
Journal was the best advertising medium 
vouchsafed to the fair.

Suffice it to 
Bay that the citizens of Atlanta pledged a 
gvarantee fund of $10,000, and that the man- 
agement of the fair was placed in the hands of 
a joint committee, ‘ncluding members of the 
Georgia State Agricultural Society and mem- 
bers of the Atlanta citizens’ committee. Of-: 
fices were opened in the Prudential building 
March jist; the guarantee fund was promptly 
subscribed; indeed; the subscriptions exceeded 
by nearly $1,500 the sum guaranteed, and al- 
though this money owas payable in install- 
ments extending over a period of seven months, 
I am able to report that only $522.13 proved 
uncollectable. The guarantee subscription was 
$11,454.50; of this $10,932.37 was actually 
paid in. 

It was originally contemplated that a prem- 
lum list, amounting to $15,000, would be of- 
fered. The list was increased, however, until 
the cash premiums amounted to nearly $22.- 
000. Of this sum there was actually paid to 
prize winners $18,643.75. 

The work of promoting the fair was carried 
on with as much system as was possible under 
the circumstances. The business being entire- 
ly new to your secretary, it was frequently 
necessary to adopt methods which were purely 
experimental. Mistakes were made undoubted- 
ly, but fortunately none of these were partic- 
Ularly disastrous. 

How the Work Was Conducted. 

Systematic effort was begun in March with a 
view to enlisting possible exhibitors in all 
lines. Work was done almost entirely through 
correspondence. Circulars were not used to 


| any great extent, except brief explanatory mat- 


ter prepared especially to accompany type- 
written communications. I am convinced of 
the virtue of this method of approaching pos- 
sible exhibitors. It certainly gave satisfactory 
results in this instance. The cost of type- 
writing and postage is, of course, greater than 
would result from the ordinary means of cir- 
cularizing, but I am satisfied that the addi- 
ttonal expense is a rrofitable investment. 

The total number of exhibits actually in- 
stalled was §17. These filled completely the 
floor space of eight large buildings, amount- 
ing, in the aggregate to very nearly seven 
acres. I will not enter upon the character 
and general excellence of these exhibits; you 
are thoroughly conversant with this phase of 
the matter. 

The negro department was a new feature 
in state fairs, and somewhat experimental. 
The same premiums were offered in this de- 
partment for agricultural and many other ex- 
hibits that were competed for by the white 
people. There was a notable enthusiasm among 
the colored exhibitors. They installed about 
twenty-five very creditable exhibits, and re- 
ceived in premiums the sum of $2,412. 

The work of advertising the fair, while not 
conducted on an elaborate scale, was, never- 
theless, pushed to a considerable extent. The 
railroads aided very materially in this work by 
placing at our disposal the services of their 


depot and ticket agents throughout the terri- | 


tory. Packages of lithographs and posters were 
sent to all of these agents to be hung in depots 
and other public places.

E. Boynton has ended, and the award 
of the appraisers made.

BY-SLAVES PAY OUT 


BIG SUMS OF MONEY 


Interesting Condition Brought Out in 
Suit of Silla Smith. 


WAS PENSION FUND AGENT 


Thousands of Old Negroes Joined 
and Payed Monthly Dues. 


COURF DEPLORES STATE OF AFFAIRS 


Dismisses Case, but Delivers Opinion 
Which Is a Roast for Obtainers 
of Money from Old Negroes, — 


os 


In ‘the trial of the cases of the state 
against Peter Smith and Silla Smith on 
the charge of cheating and swindling be- 
fore Justice E. H. Orr it developed that 
the old negroes of the south are paying 
into the treasury of various relief asso- 
ciations more than $700,000 every year. 

This state of affairs, which was regard» 
ed by Justice Orr as deplorable, was 
brought out in the statement of Silla 
Smith, colored, agent of the ‘‘EXx-Slave 
National Mutual Relief Bounty and Pen- 
sion Company of the United States of 
America,” with offices at 708 Gay street, 
Nashville. Silla Smith declared that 
there were 600,000 members of the asso- 
ciation who paid 25 cents for a member- 
ship certificate, and whose dues are 10 
cents per month. 

In this particular case the warrants 
were dismissed, the prosecution being un- 
able to prove that the money was ob- 
tained by the false presentation of a pres- 
ent or past fact. 

The warrants were sworn out by R. 
H. Carter, who conducted the prosecu- 
tion. Silla Smith represented herself and 
husband. The absence of lawyers caused 
the case to be a rather unique one. 

Carter testified that Peter Smith 1n- 
vited him to a meeting of ex-slaves and 
that he wemt and Silla made a speech, 
he said, and read from The Congres- 
sional Record a bill to pension all ex- 
slaves and asserted that the Dill had 
passed, and that all ex-slaves who en- 
rolled their names with her and received 
a certificate would be entitled to pen- 
sions. Carter rose in the meeting and-> 
-denounced these statements as _ false. 
Nevertheless, numbers of those present 
went forward and gave Silla 25 cents and 
received certificates. 

Two of tthese—Armstead Nesbit. and 
Larkin Daniel—were present as witnessés; 
butt both testified that they did not 
pay their quarters because of any such 
statement as Carter had testified to, but 
simply to become members of the asso- 
ciation. In fact, they denied hearing any 
such statement made as Carter had testi- 
fied to. | 

A large crowd of colored people were 
present, and all on Silla’s side. As she 
made her statement their noisy assent 
and demonstrations in her favor had to 
be checked by the court. 

Silla Smith’s Testimony. 
the state- 
said that 


that she made 
by Carter, but 
read from The Congres- 
sional Record and invited those present 
to enroll their names and thereby be- 
come members of the association. 

She exhibited her commission as an 
agent of tthe association. Each member 
who joined paid 25 cents for the certifi- 
cave of membership and thereafter 10 
cents a month. When a sufficient num- 
ber of members joined a lodge was 
formed and $2.50 must then be paid for a 
charter. All’ this money went to the 
office at Nashville and was to be used. 
she said, for paying expenses of pushing 
forward the mave td pension ex-slaves. 
She stated that she herself kept none 
of the money, but that it was sent to 
Nashville, her services being paid for 
under contract made with the main of- 
fice there. She said that tthere were over 
600,000 members of the association. 

She impugned the motives of Carter in 
the prosecution, saying that he had here- 
tofore been engaged in a similar move- 
ment and had colleated money. 

Carter admitted tthat this was truss 
but said that he had only collected the 
sums necessary to pay expenses of hali 
rent, etc., and that all moneys collected 
by him were voluntary” contributions; 
that he favored then and now the-effort 
to obtain pensions for ex-Slaves, but 
that he moved in this matter because 
of the false statement that the bill to 


Silla denied 
ments alleged 
she *had only 


this false statement was used to obtain 
money from ignorant people. 
Warrants Dismissed. 

Judge Orr dignissed the warrants and 
discharged the defendants, but. stated 
that in his opinion the whole matter’ was 
a great imposition upon the best class of 
colored citizens—the old anitte-bellum 
darkies. 

He pointed out the fact that if the 
statement that there were over 600,000 
members was true there must have al- 
ready been paid tto tthe Nashville people 
over $110,000 as membership fees, and that 
the monthly dues of this number of 
members, if paid, would amount in a 
year to $720,000; how much the $2.50 char- 
ter fee would amount to he had no means 
of estimating. ? 

He called attention to the fact that The 
Congressional Reeord showed that the 
bill in question had been introduced only, 
and that it had. been introduced “by 
request.’’ 

He stated 
fully as much 


that he thought there was 
improbability of the bill 
ever passing as there was of a Dill 
passing t@ pay the owners of the ex- 
slaves their value; that he himself, in 
right of his parents, would be a large 
gainer by a bill of this sort, but that 
he was paying out no money nor losing 
any sleep over it. 

He -said that he thought Silla Smith 
had better follow some other avocatiun 
than that in which she was engaged, 
and that the ex-slaves had better keep 
their quarters and dimes for their own 
purposes; that he knew nothing abou: 
the Nashville people, but it was highly 
probable that they were in highly pros- 
perous geircumstances. 

In deciding the case he said that as 
to Peter Smith there was no evidence 


to hold him, and as to Silla Smith, the 
legal ground of the dismissal was that 
the evidence did not show that the 
money proven to have been pabl by Nes- 
bit, and Daniel was paid in consequence 
of any. false representation of a present 
or past fact. 


At the same time the court was in- 
clined to view the whole scheme as a 
means of obtaining money without any 
corresponding benefit accruing to those 
who paid the maney.

State Official Will Ipnore the Trust in 
the Future, 


WHAT WHEEL COMPANIES CONTEND 


Individual Companies Meet the Tax 
of $100 Without Ratifying the 
Trust, Thus Weakening 
the Position of Those 
Holding Out. 


The American Bicycle Company Pn 
announcedd its intention of fighting the 
constitutionality of the tax of $100 on 
each of the different makes of wheels 
turned out by the companies composing 


-that trust. 


Comptroller General Wright received a 
communication from the secretary of the 
bicycle trust yesterday morning notify- 
ing him that the company proposed to 
contest the law of the state as con- 
strued by the comptroHer general and 
suggesting that should that official con- 
sult the attorney genetal of the state 
he would probably find that he was mis- 
taken in his position. 

yeneral Wright replied to the effect 
that he had not acted in the matter 
without first consulting with the attor- 
ney general; that the decision to which 
the bicycle ‘trust objected had been the 
mutual agreement between him and the 
legal~representative of the state. Fur- 
ther the trust was nogified that the state 
would take no more notice of the bicycle 
campanies, but would hold the local deal- 
ers responsible for the tax of $100 on 
each different make of wheel. The pro- 
tection given the dealers in the state is 
in. ascertaining for themselves whether 
the company they are dealing with has 
paid the tax, and if the tax is not paid 
they can use their discretion whether 
or not they will continue to handle the 
wheel. This will in the end, it is’ be- 
lieved, compel every company that wispes 
to da business in Georgia to comply with 
the state law. 

Contention of the Trust. 

The contention of the bicycle trust, 
which includes the majority of the wheel 
factories of the north, is based on the 
verbiage of the law passed two years 
ago. In the letter received, from. the 
secretary of the concern vesterday the 
attetnion of the camptreller 
called to the fact that the law distinct- 
ly says the tax shall be paid by “every 
bicycle manufacturer” and not on “every 
manufacture of bicycle,’’. as the comp- 
troller has held. The American Bicycle 
Company claims to be the manufacturer 
of some fifty-odd different wheels, made 
by companies in almost every state of 
the north and middle west. 

The position of the comptroller general 
is that the state has nothing to do with 
the trust and cannot accept the propo- 
Sition that all the wheels in the country 
cr a great part of them are manufactured 
by the company. 

Evidently with the purpose of comply- 
ing fully with the law of the state, the 
American Bicycle Company some 
aga forwarded to Comptroller General 
Wright a check for $100, which the 
resemtative of the company said 
to pay tthe tax en. fifty-odd 
manufactures of machines claimed to be 
made by that company. The check for 
was immediately returned to the 
hneadquarters of the trust in New York 
with ‘the advice that unless each com-

pany manufacturing wheels sold-in Geor- | 


gia met the individual tax of $100 by 

January Ist the sale of all such 

would be prohibited in the state. 
Why the Trust Objects. 

If the law is strictly complied with, the 
companies composing the trust will have 
to pay a sum amounting to fully $5,000 
in order to do business in Georgia. Not 
only is such the case in this state, but 
in other sections throughout the south 
the same tax prevails. ard it is believed 
to be the purpose of the trust in at- 
tempting to evade the tax in Georgia to 
thereby set a precedent that it is rea- 
sonable to suppose other states would 
follow. 

A number of the companies composing 
the trust, those which -have recently 
dane a large business in Georgia. have 
complied with the law in the last few 
days, evidenftfy without notifying the of- 
ficials of the trust. 

The position of the American Bicycle 
Company, it is believed, is therefore 
greatly weakened by the action of some 
of its companies in meeting the tax. 
Cither companies that wish tto do business 
ine the state will have to follow the ex-

Church and 
school property which is legally exempt 
trom taxation is not, of course, to be re- 
garded in this connection. ; 

The special meeting of the city council 
called by Mayor Woodward at his office 
yesterday morning to consider ways and 
means of increasing the revenue to meet 
the necessities of the .city met at 10 
o'clock. The lack of proper schoo! facill- 
ties, the-urgent need of more water mains 
and the impérative demand for improve- 
ment in the sewerage system were put 
forwardi as special reasons why the. rev- 
enue should be augmented at once. 

The meeting, which ‘was informal in its 
nature, was to devise means for raising 
the money. The meeting was secret, only 
the members of council and the mayor 
being present. 

Mayor Woodward stated the necessity of 
having more money to meet the require- 
ments of the situation, following closely 
the recommendations embodied in his an- 
nual message tto the council. He placed 
especial emphasis on the necessity of 
more schoo! facilities and expressed him- 
self as favoring a levy of one-eighth of 
l per cent special tax to secure the 
money. 2 

Opposition to this method-of raising the 
money developed in the meeting, Alder- 
man Mayson and Councilman Grady ob- 
jecting seriously, it is said, to this plan. 
Councilmen Harwe.] and Thompson also 
spoke in opposition to the direct taxa- 
tion method. 

City Attorney Anderson was cailed in 
and his opinion asked as to the legality of 
levving the tax. He read section 63 of the 
city charter, which bears upon the sub- 
ject of special tax levies. 

Section 63 is as follows:

“In addition to the ordinary tax herein | 


allowed, the mayor and counciimen and 
aldermen may, in case of emergenvy, iv 
be judged of by them, ievy an extraordi- 
nary tax, not exceeding one-half of 1 
per,cent on the taxaible property of said 
city, the said extraordinary tax to be 
aided to the ordinary tax and co.lected at 
the same time and used for the same pur- 
pose.”’

Two Former County Policemen Received 
Money Yesterday. 


ALL TO GET THEIR MONEY

County “Attorney Decided County 
Treasurer Could Make Payments. 


CHECKS GIVEN ON OLD VOUCHERS 


Money Held Up for More Than Two 
Years on Account of Raising 
| of Legal Point. ! 


Captain A. M..Verner and J. C, Con- 
nally, two of the old foree of county 
police, were paid yesterday morning by 
the ccunty treasurer for services render- 
ed more than two years ago, and the re- 
maining members of that body cf men 
formerly employed to patrol the county 
will ‘receive the back pay due them when 
they have made formal application to 
the treasurer, presenting the proper 
vouchers. 

The payment of these men brings to an 
end an interesting state of affairs which 
has been in existence since the breaking 
up of the old county police force, and 
will gladden the hearts of a number who 
have had their pay held up on account 
of the case, which has been in the courts 
for several years. 

Briefly stated, the facts are about as 
follows: Some years ago the board of 
county commissioners created a force of 
county police. for the protection of citi- 
zens in Fulton county who might other- 
wise have been unprotected. This force 
flourished for some time, and might now 
be in existence but for the filing of a bill 
in the superior court to the effect that 
the maintenance of a force of vounty 
police was unconstitutional. 

It appears that one of the force filed 
the bill, and when a hearing was had in 
the case the superior court held that the 
county commissioners had no legal right 
to organize and operate a police force, 
using ¢he county money to keep it up. 

As soon as this decision was made, the 
old board of commissioners dissolved the 
county police force, and at that time 
cwed each member nearly a month’s 
salary. The board held that if the ex- 
istence of the force was ccntrary to the 
constitution cf the state, then the county 
had no right to pay any more money to 
the police for salaries.. cnd hence held 
up their last month’s pay. 

In the meantime the case went to the 
supreme court, and a decision is expected 
in a short time. During the last session 
of the legislature a bill was passed au- 
thorizing the county treasurer to pay all 
the members of the old county police 
force the amounts due them, and this 
bill was approved by the governor. 

Owing to the fact that the old case was 
still in the hands of the supreme court 
judges, County Treasurer Payne hesi- 
ated to pay out any mcney for the sal- 
aries cn the old vouchers, _ which have 
never been destroyee, but yesterday he 
requested a legal op‘nion on the subject 
from County Attorney Rosser. Mr. Ros- 
cer dec’ded that the county treasurer had 
avthovity to pay out the amount of back 
salaries, and Judge Payne therefore gave 
checks yesterday morning to Captain 
Verner and J. C. Connally.

MUCH RAIN DURING MONTH 


ee 


December Conditions Were Generally 
Favorable to. the Wheat Crop 
and Large Yield Is Expected. 


December, according to the monthly 
climate and crop bulletin issued by the 
department ‘of agriculture, was colder 
than was expected. There appears to 
have been a deficiency in temperature 
all over the country, although in the 
south Atlantic and guif states the de- 
ficiency was very slight, _ 

Considerable rain has fallen and the 
bulletin announces that the conditions 
have been generally favorable to the 
wheat crop. A fine yield is expected, as 
the grain is said to be in excellent condi- 
tion in nearly all sections. 

The monthly bulletin follows: 

Temperature. 


@Mecember, 1899, was milder than usual 

on the north Pacific coast, in narthern 
Idaho, over the greater part of Montana 
in New England, and generally through- 
out the lake region and the middle At- 
lantic states. The month was also milder 
than usual in the Red river of the north 
valley, over limited areas on the central 
and southern Rocky~ mauntain Slopes and 
om the southern California coast. The 
temperature excess in the districts named 
Was generally less than 3 degrees but 
ranged from 3 to 5 degrees in portions 
of southern New England and Montana. 
the month averaged colder than usual 
over the central and southern plateay 
regions, throughout the central valleys, 
and generally in the south Atlantic and 
gulf states. The temperature deficiency 
was very slight in the two last named 
districts, but in the central] valleys it 
ranged from 3 to 6 degrees per day. 

The highest maximum temperatures, 
ranging from 80 to 82 degrees, occurred 
cn the southern California and on the 
west Florida coasts. The lowest minimum 
temperatures, from 2 to 24 degrees, oc- 
curred in the upper Mississippi valley 
and in northern Montana. The tempera- 
ture extremes were not unusual, no rec- 
Ords having been broken during the 
month at stations long established. 

While there was an absence of pr@- 
ncunced cold waves, very cold weather 
set in on the 24th and continued until 
the end of the month throughout the 
country east of the Rocky mountains. 
All the southern states experienced freez- 
ing weather, and on the morning of the 
30th a ‘temperature of 230 degrees was 
reported from Jacksonville, Fla. 


Precipitation. 


The precipitation during December 1899, 
was in excess of the average in the 
west gulf states, over the western por- 
tions of Tennessee and Kentucky. east- 
ern Kansas, portions of Nebraska, lowa, 
Wisconsin, the upper Michigan peninsula 
and in the lower lake region. Portions of 
Montana, Wyoming, Utah, Oregon’ and 
Washington also received more than the 
usual amount. On the Atlantic coast and 
over portions of the upper lake region, 
upper Ohio, central Mississippi and lower 
Missouri valleys the month was unus- 
ually dry, the deficiency in precipitation 
ranging from one-half to more than two 
inches. Much less than the usual amount 
of rain fell over the greater part of 
California, on the north Pacific coast and 
{in the southern plateau region. 


Depth of Snow. 


The area covered by snow at 8 p. m, 
January 1,-1900, was greater than at any 
previous date of the’ present winter, the 
southern Jimit touching Oklahoma, west- 
ern Arkansas, the lower Ohio valley, 
eastern Tennessee, and reaching the A- 


lantic coast’a Httle south of the Vircinia | 


coast, with traces farther south in the 
central portions of Alabama and Georvia 
and on the Carolina coasts. No unusual 
depths, however, are reported, and over a 
large part of the area covered the depths 
are less than two inches. Over an area 
peninsula, along

Annual Precipitation. 


The total precipitation during the year 
1899 was much below the annual average 
In the lower Mississippi valley, on the 
south Atlantic coast, and over the grea‘er 
part of the lake region and New England, 
the shortage in these jistricts amounting 
to mcre than one-fourth of the annual 
average, and at some stations the de- 
ficiency ranged from 30 to 50 per cent cf 
the annual amount. The year was also 
very dry over the southern plateau region 
and in southern California, while the an- 
nual fall was below the average in 
southern Texas, northern Minnesota, 
North Dakota, and over the greater part 
of Montana. There was more than the 
annual average over. portions of* the 
upper Mississippi valley, in western South 
Dakota, western Kansas, southeastern 
Colorado, Oklahoma, and pontions cf 
northern and eastern Texas, over ‘he 
greater part of the north and central 
Pacific coast districts, southern Florida, 
and portions of the middle and south At- 
lantic states. In western Kansas, Okl4- 
homa and portions of northern Texas, 
Washington, Oregon and California the 
excess ranged from 10 to more than 20 
per cent of the annual fall, 


General Remarks. 


The weather conditions during the 
month of December have been generally 
favorable for winter wheat, reports from 
a majority of states indicating that the 
plant is well rooted, has made vigorous 
growth, and is in a most promising con- 
dition at the close of the month, except 
in Michigan and portions of Ohio, the 
late seeding in the first named state 
not having stooled Seer oriy. while 
in the latter state the plant is small 
and weak and in poor condition for the 
winter. The severe weather of the last 
decade may cause some damage to fields 
unprotected by snow, more particularly 
in portions of Pennsylvania, Maryland, 
Ohio, Indiana and Illinois, while alter- 
naite freezing and thawing was unfavora- 
ble for the crop in West Virginia and 
Missour!l. Wheat is in excellent conditian 
in the Pacific coast states. Reports cf 
injury to the early sown wheat by hessian 
fly are quite general, although, with the 
exception of Michigan, Pennsylvania and 
Tennessee, thd damage so far appears to 
be inconsiderable.
